Among other business the following 
matters were dispostd of: 

A petition signed by a number of 
residents of Abbey Homestead was re¬

Upon motion of Supervisor Casey, 
seconded by Supervisor Brown, the 
petition was accepted and Clerk Nash 
instructed to notify the South Kan 
Francisco Power and Light Company 
to install the additional lights. 

A communication was received from 
J.A. Filcher, manager of county ex¬

The Well Bred Voice. 

one of the elementary laws of good 
oners prescribes tbat we shall prac 
:ce self control, says Florence Howe 
Hull Cultivated society goes a step 
lurther and demands of us personal 
lefinement. Americans understand this 
very well so far as dress and out¬ 
ward appeurance go. There is per¬ 
haps no other nation that pays so 
much attention to dress as we do 
Our countrywomen are admired in Eu 
rope for their well made clothes, as 
well as for their own good looks. 

But when they open their lips to 
speak, alas, all Is changed! The harsh 
nasal tones jar most unpleasantly on 
the ear The truth is we do not pay 
proper attention to the way in which 
we speak. We do aim at distinctness 
of utterance, and this we usually 
achieve. Speech should above all be 
intelligible, and Americans endeavor 
always to be understood. This is an 
excellent thing so far as It goes, but It 
does not go far enough. Why should 
we be more slovenly in speech than 
we are In dress? 

The woman who has her bands man 
icured, her bah and face massaged, 
but who utterly neglects the cultiva 
tion of her voice, has not a proper ap 
predation of values, as the artists say 
She should take lessons in singing or 
in voice culture, and she should have 
for a text in her boudoir the lines: 

Her voice was ever soft. 

Gentle and low. an excellent thing In wo¬ 
man. 

When we hear Englishmen or 
Frenchmen talk It is evident that they 
have a respect and admiration for 
their own language. They try to pro¬ 
nounce It so that it will sound well. 
They seem to understand instinctively 
that beauty of speech is as great a 
pleasure to the ear as a beautiful ob¬ 
ject is to the eye. 

If the American woman is wise she 
does not adopt the British peculiarities 
of intonation and accent. Nor does she 
endeavor to make her vocabulary agree 
with that of the English. She under¬ 
stands that our common language has 
developed along different lines in the 
two countries. “Apothecary” and “law 
yer” are old Shakespearian words quite 
as good if not better than the modern 
British “chemist’’ and “barrister.” 

The endeavor to make oneself heard 
above the din of traffic and conversa 
tion is in part responsible for our natu¬ 
ral hurshness of utterance. At an aft¬ 
ernoon tea. where the voices of the 
women soar higher and higher till they 
almost reach the screaming point in 
the vain effort to make themselves 
beard, the result is disastrous. The 
habit of calling up and down stairs is 
also very bad for the voice.

Entertaining Guests. 

There are some strict rules Indorsed 
by those who know what is "good 
form” and others who do not concern¬ 
ing the entertaining of a guest. 

A hostess should not accept any in¬ 
vitation that does not Include her guest, 
and she may with propriety (if cards 
of invitation are received not including 
a guest! let the prospective hostess 
know that an invitation is expected. 
This can be done by telephone or note, 
simply stating that “1 have a young 
lady <or a man) friend visiting me and 
should like a card of Invitation for her 
(or him) to your dinner (or ball or what 
even for such and such a date.” 

If there are callers who are not 
aware of the presence of a guest a i 
hostess may say she has a friend visit- j 
ing: then the caller asks to meet who- i 
ever it may be. An excellent plan and | 
one generally adopted by those who en¬ 
tertain a great deal and are conse¬ 
quently invited out often Is to give au 
afternoon “high tea.” when simple re¬ 
freshments are best form and every¬ 
body in the line of acquaintances in¬ 
vited to meet “Miss Dash.” 

In the case of a man guest the men 
of the family see that he has a chance 
of meeting other men. There may be 
an evening arranged as well as “bache¬ 
lor" affairs, where he can be delight 
fully entertained. 

It is good form to Just inform a host¬ 
ess when Invitations are received to a 
dinner, a card party or an affair when 
special arrangements are to be neces 
sary that one will bring a visiting 
guest. This is all that is needed. 

If one has a reception or affair of 
any £ort the hostess should see that her 
guest of honor, the one that is visiting 
her, meets every one present if possi 
ble. If a dance the guest should have 
the men brought to her to fill her dance 
card and the host sees that she Is cared 
for to every way. 

Also a hostess should defer to the 
wishes and plans of a guest. There 
may be friends the latter wishes to see 


One Egg Cake. 

Cream a half cupful of butter, work 
In one cupful of sugar, then one egg 
yolk. When smooth stir in one cupful 
of milk and gradually two cupfuls of 
sifted flour, with two teaspoonfuls of 
baking powder. Flavor with vanilla, 
bake and Ice with the following: Beat 
one cupful of confectioner’s sugai 
slowly into the white of one egg and 
flavor with a half teaspoonful of va¬ 
nilla. Stir over the fire a half cupful 
of grated chocolate, two tablespoon¬ 
fuls of confectioner’s sugar and one 
tablespoonful of hot water until 
pmooth, then add one more tablespoon¬ 
ful of hot water and stir into the 
sugar and beaten egg. Nuts may be 
added, whole or chopped. 

Veal Croquettes. 

Mince fine one cupful of cold veal, 
add a half cupful of cooked sweet¬ 
breads, also cold and minced, one cup¬ 
ful of cooked rice, a few drops of 
onion juice and minced parsley, celery 
or thyme to season. Moisten with a 
little veal stock and heat over the fire. 
Add salt and pepper and beaten egg 
yolk. Cook for one or two minutes and 
turn out on a dish to cool. When firm 
and cold form into croquettes, egg 
shape, roll In bread crumbs, then in 
beaten egg, to which a tablespoonful 
of milk has been added, again in the 
crumbs and fry in hot fat until a rich 
brown. Minced chicken may be sub 
stituted for the veal and sweetbreads. 

New Scrambled Eggs. 

The member of your family who 
scorns scrambled eggs may enjoy them 
in a new, glorified form. Cut thin 
slices of ham in strips like matches. 
Mince an onion. Fry both in butter 
seasoned with salt and pepper, and 
when nearly done add three or four 
slices of mushrooms. Make a circle 
of the ham and onions and place the 
scrambled eggs in the center, garnish¬ 
ing with parsley. 

Another variation is to spread round 
croutons with a layer of sweet red 
pepper cooked, then the scrambled 
eggs, then a springllng of truffles. All 
scrambled eggs must be served at once 
and must not be tough. 


Banana Croquettes. 

Peel six bananas, cut a slice from 
each end, then cut into crosswise sec¬ 
tions. Dredge well with powdered 
sugar and marinate one hour in the 
juice of two oranges, turning the sec¬ 
tions over now and then. Roll in beat¬ 
en egg. then in grated crumbs, and fry 
in deep hot fat For the sauce, strain 
the sirup after the bananas have been 
taken out, bring Just to boiling point, 
then thicken with one tablespoonful 
cornstarch stirred smooth in a little 
cold water. Cook until clear, take from 
the tire JLd add a half teaspoonful of 

orange extract. _ _ 

Pot Roast. 

Use any kind of meat Put into an 
iron pot a tablespoonful of meat fry- 
ings or butter; let it brown; wash bff 
the roust and put into the pot. After It 
begins to fry. pour in enough water to 
half cover the meat; season with pep¬ 
per and salt; cover and stew slowly. 
As the meut begins to fry. add more 
water; turn It often, and cook about 
three hours. A half hour before serv 
ing add either Irish or sweet potatoes 
or turnips; allow to brown with meat. 
If turnips are added prepare browned 
sweet potatoes separately. 

Southern Johnnycake. 

For southern Johnnycake make a bat¬ 
ter of half a cupful of sugar, an egg. 
four tablespoonfuls of drippings or but¬ 
ter. a level teaspoonful of soda dis¬ 
solved in a cupful of sour milk, a cup 
ful of cornmeal and n cupful of flour 
Put a large tablespoonful of lard into 
an iron frying pan. and when it is very 
hot turn in the batter und bake In a 
hot oven Southern cooks scorn a tin 
baking dish for this cake.

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SUGAR PRICE IS 
BOOSTED HIGHER 

Six Cents a Pound Is Latest 
Trust Order 

An increase of ten points in the 
price of sugar has gone into effect. 
This makes the price from the refin¬ 
eries to the wholesalers $6 a hundred 
pounds. Just how long this price will 
be maintained, or whether it will go 
higher, is a matter of speculation. W. 
H. Hannam, secretary of the Western 
Sugar Refinery of San Francisco, made 
the following statement with reference 
to this latest increase: 

“The reason for this increase in the 
price of sugar, as in the earlier in¬ 
creases, is that the sugar crop on the 
continent of Europe for the present 
year is but G,200,000 pounds, as against 
8,000,000 pounds for the previous year. 
This means that, while there is no real 
shortage, there is a material decrease 
in the European sugar supply. Fifty 
per cent of the raw material comes off 
the European continent and any de¬ 
crease or increase in the European 
crop is a potent facor in fixing the 
price of the refined product. The im¬ 
portant question for the future is what 
will the sugar growers of Europe plant 
for the next crop. If it is to be a real 
big, fat. one, the price of sugar will 
correspondingly decease.’’

Meehan 
walked into the police office at Stock- 
ton a week ago and surrendered him¬ 
self, announcing that he was wanted 
at Laredo. It is believed that Meehan 
deliberately broke into jail. 

Earl Standard, the fugitive book¬ 
keeper of the American National Bank 
of Pomona, took $149,000 from that 
institution in two years. Officials of 
the bank were confronted with this 
astounding state of affairs when W. 
C. Mushel had finished experting the 
books. This sum, the greatest taken 
from any bank in California in recent 
years, wipes out all of the surplus and 
half of the capital stock in the institu¬ 
tion. 

The Anti-Saloon League, which has 
already been instrumental in. calling 
elections to decide for or against sa¬ 
loons in Dunsmuir, Redding, ( Kennett, 
Red Bluff and Yreka, has filed a peti¬ 
tion in Redding demanding a special 
election in Supervisoral District No. 2, 
which includes the towns of French 
Gulch, Igo, Ono, Gaspoint and Harri¬ 
son Gulch. The petition, containing 
162 names, makes it mandatory that 
Supervisors call the election. 

The popular Thirty-five Club, com¬ 
posed of young men of Marysville, has 
been wrecked on the ragged rocks 
of the “Texas Tommy,” the “Bunny 
Hug,” the “Turkey Trot” and kindred 
innovations in present-day dancing. 
The club has gone out of existence, its 
members having become involved in a 
row over the question of whether to 
permit continuance of “ragging” at its 
dances. Strenuous efforts were made 
to hush the whole matter up. 

The latest report on smallpox cases 
to be received by the State Board of 
Health is from Auburn, Placer County, 
where a man was stricken with the 
disease several days ago. He is mar¬ 
ried and has a family, and, accord¬ 
ing to the health officer’s report, this 
is the second time he has had small¬ 
pox. Dr. W. F. Snow, secretary of 
the Board of Health, announces that 
this Auburn case shows that the dis¬ 
ease is traveling northward, reports 
heretofore having been received from 
Fresno as the most northerly point. 


ROUGH ON KANSAS PREACHERS; 

Movement May Put Many Ministers 
Out of Business. 

A movement is widespread in Kan-' 
sas that promises to put several thou-1 
sand preachers out of business. From 
dozens of localities come reports of \ 
united efforts in religious revivals and 
getting together by the frtfads of all 
denominations in social gatherings. 
Appeals are being made to bring the 
members of all churches in the small 
towns of the State into one compact 
religious movement. It is pointed out 
that in every little town in the State, 
two, three and in some places four 
struggling church organizations are 
running in opposition to one another. 
A union of the churches would elimi¬ 
nate several thousand preachers, who 
would have no other means of support.

LOAN SHARKS 
AREDENOUNCED 

Strung Remedial Organization 
Formed in San Francisco 

Corporation officials, leaders of or¬ 
ganized labor and the bankers of San 
Francisco are united under the lead¬ 
ership of the Rolph administration in 
the determination to put an end to the 
j tyranny of the loan shark over his 
victim. A large and representative 
gathering of officials and citizens as¬ 
sembled in the chambers of the Board 
of Supervisors at the call of the chair¬ 
man of the Public Welfare Committee 
to curb the power of the usurer and 
devise relief for his victim. Out of it 
all came a definite result and a plan 
of action that is broad enough to make 
use of the abundant resources already 
pledged to the work. 

The remedy presented by F. W. 
Dohrmann is the appointment of a 
strong committee to organize a reme- 
dial loan association, confer with em¬ 
ployers in advising action within cor¬ 
porations, act in co-operation with the 
I city officials in relieving the situation 
t among the municipal employees, and 
I to devise such legislation as may be 
l found advisable. Many of those pres- 
! «nt urged that a system of weekly 
or semi-monthly payments by the city 
to its employees would go far to abate 
the evil of the loan sharks. 

If it were merely remedial legisla- 
| tion that was proposed as the solution 
of the usury problem there would be 
less hope of the success of the move- 
j ment. Legislation may be necessary, 
but it is not the most effective method 
of fighting the sharks. When an or¬ 
ganization has been established that 
will loan money in small sums at 1 
or 2 per cent a month the shark who 
charges 10 per cent a month will have 
become superfluous, and no longer an 
evil from which there is no possibility 
of escape by the wage earner in dis- 
’ tress. 


GENERAL NEWS EVENTS 


Graham Gilmour, one of the best- 
known among British aviators, was in¬ 
stantly killed in England by a fall with 
his aeroplane from a height of 380 feet. 

Half of the mining town of Congress, 
sixty miles north of Phoenix, Ariz., 
was destroyed by fire of an unknown 
origin. The loss was $25,000. The 
burned district comprised many stores 
and saloor s . 

Social circles heard that the stork 
was expected to make a visit in July 
to Colonel John Jacob Astor and his 
bride, who was Miss Madeline Force of 
New York. The Colonel and Mrs. As¬ 
tor are now in Egypt . 

There is a growing feeling of re¬ 
sentment among London hostesses at 
the introduction of the “turkey trot,” 
“bunny hug,” “grizzly bear” and other 
American dances which are now gain¬ 
ing a foothold among the younger so¬ 
cial set. 

The Treasury Department has pre¬ 
pared to surrender the $110,000 excess 
duties collected on the $220,000 pearl 
necklace of Mrs. William B. Leeds of 
New York, in accordance with the 
decision of the Supreme Court of the 
United States.

out cost.

sum tb hand the waiters each month 
and to assess each student an equal 
share. The Controller declared that 
this plan is illegal in that it pays to 
Government employes two salaries. 

Representative Kent has introduced 
in the House a bill to preserve Ameri¬ 
can citizenship to women of California 
and other woman suffrage states who 
marry foreigners. Women in Califor¬ 
nia have been denied registration, it 
is reported, on the ground that, having 
married foreigners, they are no longer 
American citizens, though they were 
born and still reside in the United 
States. 

An official order for changing the 
stars of the national ensign and the 
union jack in use by the Navy to show 
the addition of two new States to the 
Union has been issued by the Navy 
Department at Washington. The 
change, effective July 4th, provides 
for forty-eight, stars, to be arranged 
in six rows of eight stars each, with 
the corresponding stars of each row 
in a verical line. 

Cayuga lake has claimed two more 
victims from the Cornell undergrad¬ 
uate body. Terry A. Converse of Buf¬ 
falo and Charles W. Getman of Rich¬ 
field Springs, N. Y„ broke through the 
Ice in the middle of the lake a few 
miles south of King Ferry and were 
drowned. Their bodies were not re¬ 
covered. The lake is said to be over 
400 feet deep*at the spot where the 
two young men were drowned. 

One of the greatest blasts ever fired 
on the Pacific Coast, was set off at the 
quarry of a sandstone company at 
Tenino, Wash. Forty-five thousand 
pounds of black powder and twelve 
hundred pounds of dynamite were 
used. It is estimated 1,000,000 tons 
of sandstone were shattered and 
moved by the discharge. The powder 
was placed in two tunnels of 150 and 
186 feet and seven laterals of fifty feet 
each. 

Holding that the evidence submitted 
in the suit for divorce brought by Up¬ 
ton Sinclair, the author, against his 
wife, Meta Fuller Sinclair, is insuffi¬ 
cient for the decree, Justice Newburg- 
er in the Supreme Court in Manhat¬ 
tan refused to confirm the report of 
Marshall S. Marden, referee appointed 
by the Court to take the testimony in 
the case. Marden recommended that 
the Court free the author by granting 
the decree . 

Following revelations of the careless 
methods of the Portland water depart¬ 
ment in handling millions of dollars 
of the public funds, it has become 
known that Fred R. Snodgrass, one of 
the trusted employes of the depart¬ 
ment for many years, has disappeared, 
and that an examination of his ac¬ 
counts by a special expert has re¬ 
vealed the fact that there is a short¬ 
age of $522 for the two months of No¬ 
vember and December last year. What 
further shortages there may be dis¬ 
closed can only be conjectured, as the 
books kept by Snodgrass have been 
sealed for future examinations. 


Providing the Chico authorities are 
able to identify a badly decomposed 
foot inclosed in a hob-nailed shoe, 
found by the Fortier brothers, fisher¬ 
men, in the Sacramento River, eight 
miles below Chico, two Redding men 
whose identity is known to the police 
will be arrested and charged with the 
brutal murder of G. W. Baker on April 
20, 1911. Baker’s body was hacked 
and thrown into the river near the 
point where the foot was found. Pro¬ 
secution was impossible at the time 
of the murder because of the fact that 
the body could not be recovered. 


RESOLUTION OF INTENTION. 


Resolved, That public interest and 
convenience require, and that it is the 
intention of the Board of Trustees of 
the City of South San Francisco to 
order the following street work to be 
done in said city, to-wit: 

That that portion of Bay View ave¬ 
nue be'ween the southwest line of lot 
seventeen (17), block one hundred and 
thirteen (113), to the north line of lot 
fourteen (14), block one hundred and 
thirteen (113), on the westside thereof; 
and on that portion of Asiien avenue 
on both sides thereof from the east 
line of Maple avenue to the west line of 
Olive avenue, including all street inter¬ 
sections on each .side of the said streets, 
be improved by constructing concrete 
curbs therein for the full length of 
each of said streets as above speci¬ 
fied, excepting where such curbs are 
already constructed; and by tilling in 
earth in back of said curbs so as to 
bring sidewalks between curbs and ar- 
tilica* stone sidewalks toofticial grade; 
and by constructing artificial stone 
sidewalks therein having a width of 
live (5) feet, commencing two (2) feet 
from the property line and extending 
live (5) feet toward the curb line, and 
for the full length of each of said 
streets as above specified, except¬ 
ing where such sidewalks are already 
constructed. 

All work shall be done in accordance 
with the special plans and specifica¬ 
tions hereafter to be adopted for doing 
said work, and to which reference will 
be made for further particulars and 
description. 

The City Clerk shall cause this Reso¬ 
lution of Intention to be published 
twice in “The Enterprise”, a weekly 
newspaper, printed, published and 
circulated in said city and hereby des¬ 
ignated for that purpose by the Board 
of Trustees. 

The Street Superintendent shall, 
immediately, cause to tie conspicu¬ 
ously posted along the line'of the con¬ 
templated work and improvement 
and in front of all the property liable 
to be assessed, notices of the pnssnge 
of this Resolution of Intention, in the 
manner and form required by law. 

All of the herein proposed work 
shall be done in pursuance of an act 
of the Legislature of the State of Cali¬ 
fornia, designated as “Improvement 
Act of lfill”, approved April 7, 1911.

DEPUTY SHERIFF 
SEIVERS DEAD 

Deputy Sheriff John B. Seivers, a 
resident of San Bruno and well- 
known in this city as “Pop” Seivers, 
was struck by an automobile driven 
by Mrs. Henry W. Copp of San Fran¬ 
cisco on Mission road at Millbrae 
Thursday afternoon causing a fracture 
of the skull from which he died at 11 
o’clock tlie same night in the Red 
Cross Hospital at San Mateo. 

Seivers was witfi Don Funge, a Col- 
I ma cattleman, driving a number of 
cows and calves. 

One of the calves, tiring, lay down 
on Lhe road as the automobile ap¬ 
proached. Seivers picked the calf up 
and placed it in a wagon, 'file road 
is steep and narrow and when Seivers 
| saw tlie oncoming car lie started across 
i its path. 

On reaching the center of the road, 
however, he appeared to have changed 
his mind. Halting a moment in inde¬ 
cision, lie tried to retrace his steps, 
when the automobile hit him. 

Mrs. Copp said she noticed tlie men 
driving ttie cattle and slowed down to 
eight miles an hour in order to allow 
them a chance to get out of the way. 
Seivers would not have been run 
down, she said, if lie had remained 
near the wagon on the west side of tlie 
road. 

As soon as Seivers was struck Copp 
jumped from the car and assisted in 
raising the injured man, who was un¬ 
conscious. 

After removing Seivers to tlie hospi¬ 
tal, where lie was attended by Dr. N. 
D. Morrison, Mrs. Copp and her hus¬ 
band drove to the Wisnom Hotel, in 
San Mateo, where they engaged apart¬ 
ments. Sheriff Mansfield went to the 
I hotel at 9 o’clock Thursday night and 
| escorted the Copps to Redwood City. 
Mrs. Copp was arrested, but was not 
required to go to jail. 

“The accident was not due to reck¬ 
less driving,” said Mrs. Copp. “I re¬ 
tained my presence of mind when I 
I saw the men m the path of the 
! machine and had slowed down to 
eight miles an hour. The old man 
would not have been injured had he 
not tried to retrace his steps.” 

Mr. Seivers was over seventy years 
j of age, and a veteran of the Civil War. 

1 He served as a deputy for a long time 
under the late Constable Robt. Car- 
roll, and was appointed as a deputy 
by Sheriff Mansfield shortly after his 
election. His many friends in this 
city regret his sudden death. 

The funeral will take place next 
Monday at 1 p. m., under the auspices 
| of tlie G. A. R., at the Presidio, San 
Francisco, where burial will be made.

Believing that the San Mateo Devel¬

By 
these means it is hoped to add greatly 
to the strength of the association, 
bringing their work more forcibly 
home to the people of the county and 
gaining a more widespread interest. 

The board of directors of the Han 
Francisco Chamber of Commerce 
have joined hands with tlie local boos¬ 
ters, as a result of past conferences, in 
their fight to have the state highway 
located down the Peninsula. 

At the last meeting of the Han Fran¬ 
cisco business men a resolution was 
adopted favoring the immediate con¬ 
struction of the highway and a further 
resolution bearing on the railroad fight 
of the development association will 
come up before the chamber of com¬ 
merce shortly. 

Realty dealers gathered with the 
board of governors in an informal con¬ 
ference previous to the meeting Tues¬ 
day night for a discussion of ways and 
means of filling up what vacant hous¬ 
es there are in the county. VV. A. 
Brewer, F. 8. Grummon, E. A. Hus- 
ing, H. C. Tuchsen, W. J. Martin and 
Asa Hull took part in the discussion 
of a number of tenative plans that 
were advanced. It is proposed to hold 
a dinner in the near future, with all 
of the realty dealers of the county in 
attendance, at which this will be the 
special topic for consideratson. 

In conjunction with PaloAltans, the 
boosters have taken up the matter of 
having the Third street car service in 
Han Francisco improved with General 
Manager Black of the United Rail¬ 
roads, and it is hoped that results

The Native Hons have joined forces 
with the University of California to 
gather together the precious records of 
the discovery, exploration and devel¬ 
opment of California. The order has 
provided funds for the next university 
year for three fellowships in Califor¬ 
nia and Pacific Coast 'history. Two 
fellows will go up and down the state 
for conference with the pioneers and 
oilier old residents, seeking every¬ 
where material, printed, manuscript, 
or word of mouth, which may throw 


I light on past events on the Pacific 
Coast. The third fellow will be sta- 
| tinned in Hpain. 

There is already at work in Hpain, 
gathering unpublished records of the 
early days of California and the south¬ 
west, L. P. Briggs, who was sent to 
Europe last summer on a fellowship 
provided by the Natiue Hons, to delve 
in the archives of the Indies, at Se- 
ville; in the records of the admirably 
office, at Madrid; and among other 
archives of state and church, in var¬ 
ious Hpanish cities. 

Already much new light has been 
thrown upon the earliest beginnings 
of California history by the research¬ 
ers and the publications of the Acad¬ 
emy of Pacific History. From manu¬ 
scripts in the possession of the univer¬ 
sity have been published the oflicial 
account of the Portola expedition of 
1769-1770, which discovered Han Fran¬ 
cisco bay. Have for Hir Francis 
Drake’s sailors, and the wrecked crew 
of the Han Agustin, white men never 
before had set foot on the mainland of 
California. Other publications are 
the narrative, and separately, the 
diary, of Miguel Costanso of the Por¬ 
tola party, and a diary of Vicente Vila 
in which he recorded day by day the 
experiences of the half of the Portola 
expedition which came by sea, skirt¬ 
ing the California coast. 

From the University Press, too, has 
come the diary of Pedro Fages, who in 
1770 crossed over from Monterey and 
skirted Han Francisco bay. He was 
the first while man to visit the present 
cities of Oakland and Berkeley, the 
portion of Berkeley now known as 
Northbrae being his “farthest north”. 
Just from the University Press is an 
account of an exploring expedition 
fiom Han Francisco up the Hacramen- 
to and Han Joaquin rivers, made in 
1817 by Fray Narciseo Duran. 

Often people do not realize the fu¬ 
ture interest and historical importance 
of accumulations of old letters and 
newspapers, stored away accumulat¬ 
ing dust in the attic. It is through 
the co-operation of the citizens of Cad- 
fornia in adding to the university 's 
historical collections such family 
stores of manuscript and old time 
newspapers that an adequate inter¬ 
pretation and recording of the history 
of California may at last be made 
possible. 

EQUAL RiGHTSFOR 
WOMEN IN CHINA 


There is a general impression among 
foreigners that Chinese families of the 
better classes no not eat together—that 
the women prepare the food, the men 
are served first, and then wfiatever is 
left is given to the women. I alwaj r s 
had doubts about this condition of af¬ 
fairs, and was often told by my Chi¬ 
nese friends of the middle classes that 
it was not true, but still was not satis¬ 
fied. One young Chinese who taught 
the boys of an official’s family assured 

me that he often ate with the family_ 

the father sitting at one end of the 
table, the mother at the other, the 
boys and the teacher on one side and 


their wives and sisters on the other. 
Htill I doubted if this was a general 
custom among the better classes. My 
doubts were dispelled a short time 
since when my wife and I were 
calling upon a young man and his 
wife, both of whom were grandchild¬ 
ren of viceroys. There were with 
them at the time another grandson 
of a viceroy and a grandson of a mem¬ 
ber of the Grand Council. 

“1 want to ask you a question,” I 
began, “and you will pardon me for 
doing so, but the only way we for¬ 
eigners can learn about the home life 
of the Chinese is to inquire. You 
know, of course, that we foreigners all 
eat together—that is, the members of 
our families. There is a general im¬ 
pression among foreigners that when 
a Chinese family is at home together, 
the women prepare the food and serve 
the men, and then they eat what is 
left. Now do such families as yours 
—father, mother and children of both 
sexes —all eat at the same table at the 
same time ?” 

Both the young man and his wife 
assured me that such was the custom 
in their home. 

“Then the women do not Serve the 
men first, and themselves eat what is 
left?” 1 inquired. 

“No,” said Mr. Hun, the grandson 
of the Grand Councillor, with a 
twinkle in his eye, “but we men have 
a joke, which is general among us, 
that when we entertain our friends 
and the women prepare the food for 
us, that the best tid-bits they keep for 
themselves.” Which make the Chi¬ 
nese woman and the Chinese man 
seem very human to me, and not so 
different from us after all.—Isaac 'Tay¬ 
lor Headland in McCall’s Magazine 
for March. 


SETTLERS TO 

HAVE HEARING 

Tlie Mendocino County settlers who 
have been at war with the men em¬ 
ployed by the L. E. White Lumber 
Company along Alder Creek, have won 
their first victory. Word came from 
the General Land Office that their 
claims have been recognized and thr. + 
they are to be given a hearing. 

The settlers charge that they have 
been driven from the timber lands in 
dispute by gun men employed by the 
L. E. White Lumber Company, and in 
regard to this phase of the situation 
F. C. Dezendorf, Chief of the field 
division of the General Land Office, 
says: 

“The claimants to the lands must 
settle their dispute in the courts and 
before the Land Office, without re¬ 
course to arms, or steps will be taken 
to prosecute the offenders.” 

He adds that he will select the earli¬ 
est possible date for hearing the Men¬ 
docino cases, and that the hearings 
will take place as near to the land in 
dispute as possible. The decision af¬ 
fects about 4000 acres of valuable vir¬ 
gin redwood timber land along Adlei 
Creek.
